To Command and to Serve.

ISKC-RTCNEB of nil kinds arise
from that propensity to 'domi¬
nation. It Is the cause of hin¬
drance In tho development nf
the work of mankind. Wher¬

ever two men moot together, If that evil
spirit animates them, a struggle" for
power .begin« between them. Even in
tint close association that wo cnll mar-
r ago we find that fatal error which con¬
sists In believing thnt, to attain n. hnppy
result, one must domineer over the other
That Idea Is forever disturbing social re¬
lations. There aro uòmo minds that aro
only nt rent when their will has boon
carried out. Thoy apply to thelf own
advantage the words of Christ when Ho
says: "Thou wilt bo My friend, If thou
doost My will." They nlwnys seem to
he snylng: "So fnr wo agree vory Well,
hut take ca.ro, the first lime you opcii
your mouth to exprosH tho slightest and
most reasonable objection wo will nn

longer be friends, for any objection or
oven advice Is regarded by us ns an
offense ngnlnst our high dignity."
This poisonous spirit of domination

springs forth at the very outset of life.
It often Imperils our youth. When chil¬
dren play together there aro always some
who are. not satisfied until tho others
give way to tholr caprice or obstinacy.
Thoy cannot play on a democratic foot¬
ing wherein each ono Is acknowledge«!
to bo the equal of the other, nnd thoy
cannot accept for tholr own selves that
tendency to equality that exists between
little boys and little girls. No, thoy are

kings.they must govern. The game thoy
propose must bo choson, or else they
will not play. If their opinion doos not
prevail in tlio little discussions that al¬
ways arise, you see them depart like

_

offended majesties and shake upon you
'

tho dust of tholr sandals. When they
grow up** thoy will havo the same Im¬
perious and exclusive spirit. Woe to
thoso who have to live with them!
You must not think that this spirit

is only found in the lay world, In what
is called "the world," This spirit Is also
to be met with in what is called" the

religious world. There are people who

only look upon you as a good Christian If

you think exactly as they do; they de¬
clare that you are an atheist If you do

not believe In God the same manner as

they. There Is but one God.most of us

aro of that opinion. But those people say:

"There is but one God, and that is mine."
There are also philosophers who have

an extraordinarily authoritative mind,
who wield the power of thought as though
it had boon bestowed upon them alone.
It Is a sacred monopoly. They are con¬

vinced that reason consists in they alone

being reasonable. The right of others Is
to say "Amen."
This spirit of domination Is a great dan¬

ger throughout the domain of human
activity. We should cleanse ourselves of
it as though of the piagne. DeC'ue scru¬

tinize ourselves, let us look Into ourselves,
let Us find out whether It, or something
akin to it, does not exist In us, and.wheth¬
er we do. not'sacrifice to idols and ty¬
rants. For if the autocratic spirit has so

much power In this world, It is not be¬
cause of any special virtue that
it possesses, but because of the
cowardice of men who not" only
put up with it and tolerate It, but
even acclaim it and bear it on their
shields: How many slaves to power there
nre to be found in the crowd of human¬

ity!
"

We bow down to the power of wealth
without Inquiring whether there is hon¬
esty behind those riches: we bow down to

the political power of a man who ??«'·««

how to make use of other men and who
has acquired over them a pe¬

culiar authority; we bow down be¬
fore him without asking by what
moans he has attained his influence,
whether his authority proceeds from a

clear conscience, from his inner and true

worth, or only from the absence of scru¬

ples and that peculiar skill that recalls
the serpent and the fox.
It has been.said, with groat critical wis¬

dom, that nations have the form of gov¬
ernment they deserve. According to this
law, we have among us the greatnesses
that we merit, for It is wo who make
them, who acroÄlt thorn. Jt Is we who,
united together as a docile wall in tho

stones of their pedestal, bear with this
greatness which one movement of inde¬

pendence could so easily overthrow.
Thero arc some poor women who have

a kind of awed admiration for tho man

who beats them. When one considers
tho unlimited credit that has been en-

Joyed among mankind by certain destroy¬
ers of men; when one considers the

credit they have enjoyed, not only In
their lifetime, but even after tholr death,
by a curious revivid of their memory,
ono Is obliged to think that mankind
sometimes behaves like the poor woman
who worships the husband who 111 Ironia
her. Brutality Is looked upon as a sign
of strength; the contempt of others is
held to be superiority and almost a proof
of the right to domineer.
By one avenging word Christ destroys

the factitious nnd ridiculous greatness of
vnnity; brands tho sanguinary crimes
nf domination by the strength of the
sword, On· blasphemy of spiritual .domi¬
nation over men's· souls, «nil with one
gesture thnt shows a pnrt of the Al·
mlglily Power of BMcrnnl Truth, He snys:
"But ye shnll not be so".that Is to say,
If you are men; If'you feel what u won¬
derful being you nre; if sometimes when
brushing away the superficial dust you
see the sign of God shining on the melnl
of your fou); If you know of what gol«!
you are made; If you know what ßlvlno
prlrle should exist within a man nnd
what ? sentiment .f deep-seated dig¬
nity should be burled In the roots of his
life: If you are my disciples;, If you have
a little'goodness as well as a little pride,
then "Ye shnll not be so." It could
not be, for you know wlint Is true great¬
ness. That frreatnoss Is not In outward
nnd superficial signs, In titles, In tho
hierarchical Insignias. It do'es not bow-
down before a label, but before the very
esfence Itself of things.
No spirit has penetrated so deeply to

the bottom of life as hns the spirit of
the gospels. It Is ? formidable spirit of
superficial vanities and pretensions, be¬
hind which there Is emptiness. It Is a

spirit that is essentially hostile to the
broad and hoastftil frontages 'behind
which there Is no building: It is thc
spirit of high equality (for thero Is nn

equality and a leveling In abjection), but It
Is the spirit of high equality of soul bo-
fore God. And hi that spirit which It Is
so difficult to spread abroad, because of
the baseness, the hllndncss nnd the In¬
credulity of men, there Is nil the power
of tho future. «

Nothing Is so great as simplicity thnt
recognizes only that which Is solid; that
behind every' word.whatever mny be its
adornment.looks for Its true meaning,
scrutinizes thc sincerity of the soul;
that under the garments in which con¬
ventionality or caste, worldly position Or
even great position have clothed a man
seeks for the heart and pierces through
to its very marrow.
Before that spirit there Is no respect

of persons. Shorn of all superficial
adornments, we appear at Its bar In bur
puro humanity, Just as we are, to be
weighed in the true scales! Oh, I admit
that It Is a destroying and terrible spirit
to superficiality, nnd those who have ma¬
son to fear it hold It in abhorrence; but
It Is a salutary, a good, a tonlfylng nnd
nourishing spirit, that forms disciples
who can stand upright; It is a fortifying
spirit that mnkes a convinced- and deter¬
mined man become nn Irreducible post
«gainst which the world Is shattered, be-·
cause .that mnn has become a conscience.
"He has a high mandate that has come
to him from beyond the sun and tho
stars, tho mandate of truth Itself, of di¬
vine justice. .·.-·-'
My brethren, this Is a'-'doctrine that

Induces us to bring a-high souh into.our
apparently, small task when-we Berve,
and to bring an humble.soul- Into our

apparently great'"task--.whenGwe com¬
mand. That is a d,oçtr!ne .that Christ
has impregnated at·.·each step of ;His;
life and which is the clearest sign of His
disciples. That doctrine has been well,
expressed, for Instance, by the great
Luther, when he preached. his magnifi¬
cent gospel to the natlons,_and resumed
it In these words: "A Christian is a free
lord, disposing of all' thing_-a Christian
Is a servant, submissive Iri'all things."
That spirit is the antipodes of the

old barbarous autocracy.
That Is the spirit, not servile or obse¬

quious, but enamored of free obedience,
of voluntary servitude, that we should
endeavor to acquire. The summit of real
greatness is reached when wo serve our
neighbor with love and with tho deepconsciousness of collaborating with the
divine action Itself.
The office of a servant Is tho very work

ot God.
Those who study nature in its sound¬

ness and its magnificence perceive In It
a spirit to which nothing Is worthy of
neglect, that despises nothing, nn activ¬
ity thnt serves with gladness and with
Intelligence In nil tho smallest circum¬
stances that arise In the economy of uni¬
versal life. In tho joy and tho Intelli¬
gence of that service there Is no place
for the feeling that an inferior offlco Is
being filled; nothing that Is real and
necessary can bo base.
Christ has said: "ao ye therefore,

children of God, who makos rain to fnll
on the Just and tho unjust, who makes
tho sun riso on tho good nnd tho wicked."
Be ye, therefore, he might nlso say, thou
who thlnkest thyself too great and who
bellovo that some tasks are not worthy
of theo; be tljoreforo the disciple of that
God who is so humble that tho rays of
His sunshine upon the most wrotcherl
and the darkest corners and beam upon
tho flowers at tho bottom of. tho valleys.
Be ye .therefore a servant of thnt God
t<» whom nothing Is small. Help us to
destroy In mankind those evil feelings of
contempt or envy, those wrong feelings
thnt arise from our mistaken and wicked
conception of human dignity, and par¬
ticularly of labor.
Ah! Of all heresies, whatever they

may he, whatever may be the object,
to which they belong, of nil heresies tho
most fatal Is that which despises man

for his work, when thnt work Is useful
but humble.
There Is no greater, no moro harmful,

no more destructive social error, thero is

no moro radical Infection of human men¬

tality and .of public spirit than that
which arises from that poisoned spring
whereof wo sometimes nourish our chil¬
dren, when we tell them that there Ih

some kind of work that Is not only hu¬
miliating, but also dishonoring.
That Is why Christ, before tlio great

apostles, greater than tho Master, boforo
those high dignitaries who wero contest¬

ing who wus tho greatest, performed ono

night the work of a slavo so that the

liooi- creatures, deluded by factitious and
conventional greatness, should learn tho
gloutness of lowering oneself with love.
Ho hoped to win Uiom by that supremo
object lesson and to win after them,
throughout all generations to come, those
bearla that know what Is true greatness
by teaching them to care for human
wretchedness and infirmity, to sustain the
fullering steps of tho sick, to t.iiut our¬

selves up among infectious diseases so

as to fight thorn, to go to thoso who havo
lost their reason and who havo fallón
luto the darkness of tho soul's night, to
cherish them In tho tomb In which thoy
have boon burled ulivo,
That Is tho greatness, my brothron, that

wo must bow.down to and love.
It Is because wo tako our hats off to

enngulnnry greatneB» and absurd glory;
It Is because wo ara not clenr-alghted that
wo' aro not courageous or generous, and
because wo often honor those who oppress
us and runder homage to the herd of bril¬
liant nullities, whl|o wo despite those
who servo us wjth simplicity and humili¬
ty; It Ih because In every man there is
something of the nature of thc poor ani-

¡.-lack man,", who existed only In Wood's
diseased fancies. Medical experts, how¬
ever, declared that Wood know tho dif¬
ference botwoon right and wrong.
